Two troops of the eighth cavalry

niins slowly moved out of the slip, 
but backed ac;ain. Two minutes lat- 
er the tug started out and when It 
was seen that her tow line was at- 
tached to a soa-green hulk a cheer 
went up from th« watchers. 


In the morning the river leading 


out into the channel for a mile from 
the Deutschland's pior was dragged. 
It was about 0.30 o'clock when the 
log booms were removed and a net 
was thrown overboard between Efco 
and the Timmins and they started 
away abreast. The search for some- 
thing which might have injured the 
Deutsoliland was without result. 


A British freighter had been at 


anchor several hundred yards from 
the submersible and it probably wa?
